But while there 
is at the present time nothing for them, I 
regard my debt to them as a moral obliga- 
tion and if I am allowed to continue, which 
I hope I may be, I will endeavor to pay 
every cent that I owe. Otherwise I cannot 
tell what I may be able to do. My debts are 
distributed among quite a number of con- 
cerns, and I owe no single firm more than 
a few hundred dollars.” 

Mr. Simpson certainly has the sympathy 
of the trade, for he was regarded as an hon- 
est business man. There is much specula- 
tion as to why he should have failed. “He 
had only one competitor, and his field was 
a good one,” said several dealers to me. 
They were inclined to attribute the failure 
to “a blanket mortgage held over him by 
those to whom he was indebted for money

Regulations Issued by Assistant 
Secretary Howell. 





Assistant ‘Secretary Howell, of 
Treasury Department, has issued the 
lowing circular of instructions to appr 
ing officers: 

Article 1128 of the customs regulat 
of 1892, requiring United.

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WOOD PULP GRINDER. 


A patent has been granted for an inven- 
tion which has for its object the improve- 
ment in the application of the hydraulic 
power to the pistons which force the blocks 
of wood against the revolving stone on 
which they are ground into pulp, whereby 
a uniform pressure is always maintained on 
said stone, whose normal speed thus re- 
mains constant and consequently the prod- 
uct thereof of uniform fineness; and the in- 
vention consists in the construction, and ar- 
rangement of the pipes and valves convey- 
ing water to and from the various operat- 
ing cylinders, all as set forth in, the follow- 
ing specification and pointed out in the 
claims. 

In the drawings forming part of this 
specification, Fig. 1 represents a side ele- 
vation of a pulp grinder having this inven- 
tion applied thereto. Fig. 2 is a vertical 
section on line 2 2 of Fig. 1 through the 
auxiliary cylinder of the machine. Fig. 3 
is an enlarged cross section, through the 
cylinder valve on line 3 3, Fig. 2. Fig. 4 
is a section of one of the high-pressure 
valves on line 4 4, Fig. 1. 

Referring to the drawings, A represents 
the frame of a pulp-grinding machine of a 
well-known type inclosing a grindstone B. 
Secured to the frame A and arranged ra- 
dially thereon as regards the grindstone 
are the iron pockets C of suitable form, 
above which are arranged suitable oper- 
ative cylinders D D’, the pistons D* of 
which, actuated by hydraulic pressure, force 
the blocks of wood in the said pockets 
against the face of the said grindstone. An 


auxiliary cylinder E, located between the | 


cylinders D D’, is brought into use only 
when one of the side cylinders is thrown 
out of action for recharging its pocket C 
with wood. Said auxiliary cylinder is pro- 
vided with a pocket C’ similar to said 
pockets C. This construction is well known 
and forms no part of this invention. 

In the above construction the operative 
cylinders are the two side cylinders D D’, 


the central or auxiliary cylinder E be- | 
ing held in reserve with a _ charge | 
of wood in the pocket thereof, but 
with no pressure on the _ piston.

ders and turning it into the auxiliary cylin- 
der are separate operations, and more or 
less delay occurs between the said two oper- 
ations, resulting in an acceleration in the 
speed of the stone, and non-uni- 
formity of product. When there are a num- 
ber of stones on one shaft, which is the 
common form of arrangement, the recharg- 


hence 


ing of one of the pockets C occurs frequent- | 


ly, and as a variation in speed occurs at 
each recharging of any pocket on any ma- 
chine on the main shaft it follows that wide 
variation in the fineness of the product 
must and does result therefrom. 

By the use of this invention the above de- 
fects of the pulp grinders are entirely done 
away with, and the operation of turning the 
water pressure off from one of the side cyl- 
inders turns it into the auxiliary cylinder at 


the same time, thus keeping a uniform | 


pressure on the stone. Means are also pro- 
vided for raising any one of the pistons to 


| a suitable position for recharging the pocket 


under it after the high pressure has been 
turned off therefrom and turned into an- 
other cylinder. 

The pipe construction for accomplishing 
the above-described operations is as fol- 


lows: Two main pipes 2 and 3 represent 
pipes for conducting water under high 
pressure and low pressure respectively. 


These pipes are usually supplied with water 
from stand pipes of suitable height. A high- 
pressure pipe, 4, extends from one side cyl- 
inder to the auxiliary cylinder, and from 
thence to the other side cylinder, connec- 
tions being made to each of said cylinders 
for forcing the pistons thereof downward 
against the wood placed in the pockets C. 
One of these pistons is shown in operative 
Connection from the 

















pressure pipe 4 is made on one side of the 
machine through the valve a and on the 
opposite side thereof through the valve }, 
a branch, 5, from the said main pipe, 2, be- 
low said valve, a, leading over to the said 
valve, b, The valves a.and b are three-way 
valves, a cross section of one of them be- 
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ing shown in Fig. 4. By means of these 
valves the high pressure may be turned off 
from the pipe 4 altogether or be turned 
into the side cylinders D D’ to operate 


| their pistons, as described, or turned off 
| from either one and turned into the auxil- 


iary cylinder E to operate its piston. The 
connections from the pipe 4 to the side cyl- 
inders D D’ are made through valves d and 
f, and extending from said valves are the 
two waste pipes 4*, through which the water 
which has been used to operate the pistons 
D? of the cylinders D D’ escapes when the 
valve d or f has been operated to shut off 
the high pressure from the pipe 4 and the 
low pressure from the main pipe 3 has been 


| turned into the opposite end of said side 








cylinders D D’ to raise the pistons for the 
purpose of recharging the pockets of C 
with wood. Said waste pipe 4® also serves 
as a waste for the water in the lower end of 
the cylinder which has been used for raising 
the piston and which must be let out before 
the piston can again be operated by the 
high pressure. 

Connection is made from the low-pressure 
main pipe 3 to the auxiliary cylinder E di- 
rect from a T 6 on the end of said pipe 3, 
and from another T 7 in said pipe near its 
upper end a branch 3® extends across the 
machine and is connected to the pipe 4 by 
the T 8, between the valve, a and the valve 
d. Connection from said T 8 with the cyl- 
inder D’ is made in the same manner as 
with the cylinder D, viz.: by entering the 
pipe 4 by means of a T 9, located between 
the valve b and the valve f. 

Connection with the low-pressure main 
pipe 3 with the auxiliary cylinder E, above 
described, is made through the valve m, 
which is similar to the valves d and f and 
a cross section of which is shown in Fig. 3. 
Extending from said valve m is a waste pipe 
3>, which, like the waste pipe 4*, serves as 
an exhaust pipe for either end of the cylin- 
der. 

Just back of the point where connection 
is made between the low-pressure main and 
pipe 3 and the pipe 4 through the Ts 8 
and 9 two check valves 10 and 12 are lo- 
cated to prevent the high-pressure water of 
pipe 4 from entering the main pipe 3. A 
valve 14 is located in the low-pressure main 
pipe 3 near the auxiliary cylinder, which is 
closed before the high-pressure water is 
admittted to the upper end of said cylinders. 
The purpose and method of operating this 
valve will be described farther on. 

By the manipulation of the valves d, m, 
or f, which are similar in construction, 
water may be conducted from the pipe 4 
to the upper side of the piston, from the lat- 
ter outward through the waste pipe 4*, or 
water may be conducted to the under side 
of the cylinder and from the latter out 
through the waste. These valves may be 
of any one of the common four-way con- 
structions. 

The operation of the above-described im- 
provements is as follows: 
the machine is in operation, the valves a b 
will be open so as to admit high-pressure 
water into the pipe 4, between said valves 
and the two side cylinders D D’. The valves
